‘Mx. Jupp’s, bill to pidvide for the forma- 
tion of free public li libraries has passed the 
Assembly, and is’ ‘now before the Senate for 
consideration. The. tenor: of the billis al- 
most precisely the same as that of the law 
which has been ‘in’ force siicé 1851 in the 
State of Massachusetts, the only variation 
‘consisting in the rate of taxation authorized 
for the mammtenance of such’ libraries as may 


beformed. We give the text of the bill’ as 


presented by Mr. Jupp: . 


State may establish and maintains free 
library .. With or’ without branches, 
the use of the habitants thereof, and provi 
suitable rooms ¢herefor, under such 


for its government sa my from, time to time be 
prescribed tif the Board of Town Auditors of 
the town, or eine Oxty Counci), Ent 
Truatecs of the village. 

2. Any town, or. city, or village . may ap 
priate money for suitable ‘buildings ny safe 
and for the foundation of such brary a sum not 
exceeding one dollar for such of its ratable 
polls in the year next preceding that fi which 
such. appropriation is made;,and may also ap- 
propriate annually for the maintenance and in- 
crease tilereot & sum not ‘exceeding fifty cents 
tor each of its ratable polls in the year néxt 
D ng that m which such appropriation is 
,maade, and may receive, hold, and manage any 
devise, bequest or donation, for the estabhish- 
ment, increase or maintenance of a free pablic 
library within the same.” ; 

It: will be noticed that this ‘pill, af it shall 
‘become @ law, will confer ‘fall power upon 
maintain a public library without the neces- 
sity of a popular vote or any delay upon 
financial grounds. .And yet we appte- 
hend that private munificence will be re- 
quired to supplement the appropriations 
made by our public authorities, in order to 
secure for New-York anything like.the li- 
brary we need. Hence, while the new law— 
‘if euch it shall become—will be most benefi- 
:eial in ite provisions’ for the wants of the 
smaller towns and cities, it cannot, be looked 
upon as likely to accomplish quite’so much 
for New-York as our local pride demands, or 
our commanding position warrants. ey
